lha fact that another international debt aetUe- 
mant day haa paaaed by without Oreat Britain 
imblnf a iMtyment to the United Btatea. haa lad 
aopia oommentatora on the aituatlon to make 
cwtlc remarka. One Amertean. howerer, Mr. J. 
B. Drey, ol Cleveland. Ohio, doea not take the 
▼iMrpoini ol aome of hia compatriota. He pointa 
oiM that Oreat Britaln’a debt to hia country 
wna a eredit for gooda. It waa not gold or caah. 
In ttl4 Oreat Britain had paid the United Btatea 
cAih for two>thirda of what ahe got. By IfiT* 
If IS ahe waa given gooda* credit by the United 
HiBaa and had commenced to pay three or four 
tiaiL the price of the gooda, aa compared with 
pfIg Be prevailing in lfl4« In other worda. layi 
lD.Or^. **the United Btatee waa like a merchant 
with a comer on certain neceaaltiee who got three 
UMta hia price for them, got two-thirda paid in 
caMi and took notea for the balance.** 

ID. Orey pointa out that the United Btatea 
went into the war a debtor and came out an 
oeM helming creditor. Oreat Britain during the 
warfloaned her AlUea |t.6f5.000.000. **I have been 
twwW three timee in Bnguand.** aayi Mr. Orey. 
**aiid never heard when there about *kn thoK 
AJID who owe ua (the Brltiah) money*. The 
faof ia I never heard an Bngliahman or Bcotch- 
mas mention it Yet Oreat Britain baed up 
$11U40f,000.(W0 of her foreign credita or loana to 
da It The United Btatea loaned Oreat Britain 
in ItMda. I4.M4.1S0.000. Bhe bought from 1914. 
mm than $13,900,000,000 worth. The difference 
wtf^pald. Thia debt wHh iniereet added, waa 
finally funded at $4,600,000,000. to run a UtUe 
over aixty yeara^t moatly 1V4 per cent intereat. 
Between two and three hundred mllliooa had 
been paid on thla up until the time of the Hoover 
meiatorlum. An effort waa made when Mr. 
Roosevelt came into office to make pari pay- 
mei^ again, but Mr. Booeevelt waived the com- 
mlaMon aaide with a curt *A11 or none*. He waa 
too tniay vrlth other thinga then. International 
debii are uaually paid by international trade, but 
after the funding the United Btatea put up the 

‘*Do|i*t forget that England haa $8,095,000,000 
ahe never got back and never will. Britain offered 
to cancel thla immenae aum if all the creditor 
natlona would do the aame. The only other 
creditor waa the United Btatea. The latter waa 
not willing. England aaked only from her 
credltora what ahe would need, Including repara- 
tlona. to pay the United Btatea. There are a 
number of American Btatea which, aome yeara 
ago. floated loana In Oreat Britain (I am not 
referring to the Southern Btatea during the 
Civil War); later, due to depreaaion, they de¬ 
faulted on them. Neither principal nor intereat 
haa ever been paid. That BrlUln haa and will 
make an honest effort to pay, no one doubta who 
knows the situation; but at present it ia Just aa 
impossible for Britain to pay the United Btatea 
aa it ia for BriUin to collect. In view of all these 
facts. I think the debt talk should be in a lower 
tone of yoice.** 


BELTING ON OBCAT BRITAIN 


Mr. de Valera, despite hia new constitution 
which tends to give the status of a republic to 
the Irish Free Btate, still relies on Oreat Britain 
for the defence of Ireland. He haa sak! at much. 
It is because of British protection that the Free 
Btate can restrict its military preparations, and 
Mr. de Valera has no nf cutting the 

painter altogether. Here is hia statement; 

**lf we had these territories of ours and our 
independence as a nation completely recognised. 
It would be our duty^ to do everything In our 
power to see that no foleign country got a foot¬ 
hold on our SOIL If that were the position we 
also would be organising our people and using 
our resources to see that the position of our inde¬ 
pendence would be maintained. The British have 
an Interest la seeing that no foreign Fower gets 
a foothold here. If our strength Is not sufBcient 
to prevent an attack from outside they would 
have an interest in coming to our aid. and we 
have an interest in getting their aid, provided it 
Li ({uiU clear that that aid is to prevent foreign¬ 
ers from invading our territory and making a 
base of It. In those clrcumsances it is quite 
obvious that we have the combined strength of 
two peoples to prevent such a situation arising.**

The Montreal Oaiette quotes an English jour¬ 
nalist interviewed in Victoria who said that some 
of the roads on Vancouver Island are “the worst 
on the North American continent.** That is not 
favorable advertising for this part of the Do¬ 
minion. especially when It is considered that the 
Island is doing what it can to attract visitora to 
tU shores. Moreover, the statement, which Is at 
least in part true, is a strong reflection on the 
f Wwtnrtol OomottimeBt gor Itg aegletl. 

The fact is that for some years past the pro¬ 
gramme for the maintenance of Vancouver 
Island’s roads has been spasmodic. It does not 
aatm to ba part of a routine policy devised to 
Insure good surfaces whatever weaker conditions 
art. It is not only tourlsto-whp etmplatn. but the 
rtfular users of the roads as well. It is smaU 
wonder that Vancouver Island should consider 
that It Is being discriminated against where Pro¬ 
vincial outlays on road maintenance are con¬ 
cerned. 

If the tourist traffic U to be fostered In this 
part of ^itish Columbia, those interested 
coAcentraU continuously on inducing the Pro- 
ftnelal Oovernment to keep the roads of tha 
Island In first-class condition. That is the chief 
contribution that a Government can in 

advancing the tourist industry. As well, it has 
a dety to its own taxpayers in providing them 
with up-to-date means of traxuportation ao that 
they can go upon their lawful occaaiona in eaae 
and comfort. It is far from being a pleasing re¬ 
flection that publicity should be given far afield 
to the fact that some of the worst roads to be 
found on the North American continent are on 
Vancouver Island.
